It was pointed out today in Ligh
official quarters that the United States
would have to reach a decision quick-
Iy, only seventeen days remaining be-
for the effective date of this declarn-|
tlon after which commanders of Ger-|
wan and Austrian submarines are rx-
pected to receive orders permitting !
flie torpedoing without warning of |
any ship which is armed.

May Be Right.

There are strong Indications that
virious high officinls believe the po-
silion of the Central Powers to he
well founded in view of the changed
conditions of sea warfare. In many!
guarters it also is considered that lhe
Teutonie declarations are a develop-
ment of the Amerieen memorandum
{0 the Entente Allies, suggesting lhe
disarming of merchant ships and in-
dicating merchanimen entering
Anerican ports might be regarded
as warships, subject to internment.

Representatives of the Entente Al-|
lles have made oral representations |
to Secretary Lansing regarding the |
American memorandum. Although
the slate department declined (o
make known the nature of the rep-
resentntions, it was believed they
wore Informed thal at least soma of
{he Entente governments were un-
